D. D Powles, Esq., of the town of Jack- 
sòn, gives us the following account of his 
‘expetitor to and- fronthe/Rooky Moun- 
tain gold regions: 

He left home on the 19th of April, and 
proceeded by the Express road from 
Leavenworth City, He examined Platte 
raver and Cherry creek, and satisfied 
himself there was no gold to be had in 
those regions. Whenhe arrived he found 
a large number of the early emigrants in 
a starving condition, and as ravenous as 
wolves-—-so nearly were they famished 
that they were glad to eat bacon skins 
with the hair on.

of Russell’s Gulch are well assured that 
it1s worth more, and feeling as we do, 
that merchants furmshing us goods have 
no night whatever after making their 
profit on their goods to speculate upon 
our dust, and feeling our entirerability bY 
concert of action to protect ourselves, do» 
1n mass meeting assembled, declare and _ 
resolye.— 

1. That we condemn entrely the 
actions of the merchants of Denver and 
Auraria in this matter, and will not sub- 
mut to their dictation.

There are two or three hundred Pike’s 
Peers spending the winter m New 
Mexico, some of them designing to pros- 
pect in Aftizona and Sonora, next season 
The distance from here to San‘a Fe is 
three. hundred. and. eighty miles, and a 
traveler upon a good horse can find good 
stopping places at towns, ranches, and 
trading posts, every might, with the ex- 
ception of one “stretch” of sixty miles, 
on the great divide bétween the waters 
of the Arkansas and those of the Rio 
Grande. 

. The ¢rops in New Mexico have been 
exeellent, and there 1s much surplus flour 
in the northern part of the Territory 
The ruling prices from two hundred and 
fifty to three hundred miles south of here 
are.seven and eight dollars per hundred, 
but the road can only be traversed by 
pack ammals during the winter. Pata- 
toes are abundant in Northern New 
Mexico, and a fine quality of wheat for 
sowing can be bought for about one dollar 
per bushel 

When I left Santa Fe there had been 
no communication with the States tor a 
month, and thirteen persons, meluding 
two women, had been found by the road- 
side, hilled and scalped by the Kioway 
Indyans. Shortly after, the mail left for 
the States, under the esyort of a hundred 
soldiers. 

The mmers whom I met in the vicinity 
of the South Park and the Bine river, 
spoke in glowing terms of the yield of 
gold through that whole region, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that the paying dig- 
gings there are sufficient in extent for a 
hundred thousand men to work pr fitably 
Colorado Gity, at the foot of Pike's Peak, 
and af the mouth of the canon leading to 
the South Park, 1s going ahead with won- 
derful rapidity, many buildings are ın 
course of erection, and new settlers are 
corning in daily.

of the Territory 

Pror to the summer of 1858 the region. 
now known as the Teritory of Jefferson, 
possessed in the public estimation no su- 
perior‘attractions for the , pioneer, settler 
-over other portions of the public “domain 
in the possession of the aboriginal tiubes. 

During that season, certain.adventurous 
«spirits led on bya desire to prove or 
disprove the various rumors of rich min- 
eial deposits, which had been m circula- 
tron; af of the unexp’ored regions at the 
base of the Rocky Mountains, prospected 
the eastern slope from fort Laramie 1o 
the Spanish Peaks in New Mexico, and 
they gave to the world as the result of 
their explorations, accounts of thei find- 
bine gold in nearly all the mountain 
sueams and in the foot plains at their 
base. Their report spread rapidly, aad 
ere the begining of the wanter ot 5S and 
9, near one thousand persens had made 
their way to the scenes of these explora- 
tions, and were busy in prospecting and 
preparing shelter and sustenance for the 
winter. Wath the early ermgration came 
the spirit of active enterprise so peculiar 
to the Gieat West. Soon improvements 
of all kinds began to show themselves 
over the country, town sites were located, 
farms, ranches, and garden pots dotted 
our rich valleys, and the plans fora pros- 
perous and happy future wére speedily 
framed 

The necessity was at once felt of some 
law or rule of action to regulate the tran- 
sactions of man with man, ard to secure 
life and property from the 1uthless hands 
of the felon, A vigilance committee, the 
first resource of an isolated and exposed 
community was orgamzed, and certain 
offences occurring during the winter and 
apring were taken cognizance of. Buta 
more perfect form of government than 
was afforded by a vigilante committee 
was needed ‘The reports of the Golden 
harvest greatly magnified had reached 
the States, and the news was received 
that tens of thousands were coming to 
share the gains. A call was issued for a 
convention to take into consideration the 
propriety of organizing a State Govern- 
ment. Meantime a wave of reaction had 
commenced its flow, and the once san- 
guine emigrants were borne back by its 
tush, Jeavying only a mojety to persevere 
on their way determined to see for them- 
selves and judge of the matter personally 
Amid the discouragements of the home- 
ward stampede it was thought best at the 
meeting of the Convention in June toad 
journ until the first Monday in August, at 
which time it met and perfected ws work 
by the formativn of a Constitution which 
was submitted to a vote of the people, on 
the firs. Monday of Sept. and by th2m 
rejected.
